Talmadge stalwarts, who pre- 
viously had supported the sales 
tax bill, jotmed with Senators from 
both factions, who are against the 
levy in principle, to sidetrack the 
revenue measure.

SALONIKA, Greece, March 20—(UP)—The Greek Army 2d 
Corps, possibly unleashing the great Spring drive against the Com- 
munists, opened a dawn attack Thursday against guerrillas in the 
Grevena area known to be acting as host to Russian and Polish 
representatives of the United Nations. 

Simultaneously the leader of the Communist Party in Salon- 
ika, John Vevgous, was assassinated on the street by Christos 
Viadkos, dissident member of the guerrilla army's execution squad. 

Government Minister of Public Order Gen, Napoleon Zervas 
and Minister of Justice Apostolos Alexandris were reported to 
have left Athens suddenly and were flying to Salonika. There 
was no official explanation of their sudden visit.

Greece a Problem for UN---Or U. S.? 


After the first wave of favorable re- 
action to President Truman’s proposal to 
aid Greece died down, there has come, as 
everyone knew there would, an upsurge 
of suggested modifications which would. 
circumvent the direct action he proposed. 


Chief among the counter-proposals is 
the suggestion that the United Nations 
handle the job. Proponents of this plan 
argue that the UN was created for just 
Such an emergency and that for the 
United States to take the Greek situation 
into its own hands would seriously weaken 
the infant UN .before it has had a chance 


, contemplate

On an issue of such importance it is 
well to keep the record straight. The 
United States is not attempting to take 
over jurisdiction which rightfully belongs 
to the UN. President Truman made it 
clear in his address to Congress that the 
UN was unable to step into the breach as 
the United States plans to do. As the 
New York Times has pointed out, the 
Greek problem already has come before 
the UN and, as a matter of fact, is being 
handled by the UN now. Twice Russia 
complained to the Security Council that 
British troops in Greece constituted a 
menace to peace. Both Soviet complaints 
were turned down. The third complaint 
came from the Greek Government itself, 
which accused Russia of inciting unde- 
clared warfare against the government. 
The UN still is investigating the Greek 
complaint with indications being that

Proponents of UN aid to Greece have 
had a great deal to say about the 25-year 
program mapped for that unfortunate 
country by a mission of the United Na- 
tions Food and Agricultural Organization. 
This program would begin witha $100,- 
000,000 loan to Greece by the World Bank. 
But the World Bank does not have the 
money to lend, and if it did have it could 
not make the loan under the present un- 
settled conditions in Greece and Turkey. 


The United States proposal does not 


taking over any UN func- 


tions in respect to Greece. President Tru- 
man’s plan is merely that this country 
step into the breach, assuming the obli- 
gations which Great Britain now finds 
are beyond her means. The entire plan 
has been approved in effect by the UN 
on the two occasions when Russian pro- 
tests against British activity in Greece 
were rebuffed. The British are in Greece

sponsibility for the peace of the world. 
But the strain has proved too great for 
Britain’s economy to withstand.

The Most Children, 
The Least Money 


Statistics sometimes speak ,eloquently, 
simple, understandable terms. 
ee. An old story is sharply etched by a survey, 
or analysis, of the need for facilities to provide adequate educa- 
tional opportunities for veterans, 


(Keep in mind the word adequate.) 


There are in the United States an approximate 17,000,000 men 
eligible for training because of military service. As of May 1, 
1946, a few hundred more than 17,000,000 had been in service. 
This figure will increase with enlistments and the inductions that 
remain under the dying selective service program. 


Obviously, the educational facilities must be increased to care 
for them. 


High school boys are being encouraged to enlist with the defi- 
nite promise, backed by law, that they will, on graduation, be en- 
titled to benefits of between $5,000 and $6,000 to apply on a college 
education. 


While their absence in the service will somewhat lessen the 
present tremendous pressure on college admission boards, the pres- 
sure three years later will be really trying. 


It is a problem which every State must meet. If it is met with 
failure, or inadequacy, it is quite inevitable the young veterans will 
take their financial benefits, and their persons, to some State which 
is meeting it successfully.

Dixie Southern States have the largest percentage of children 
between 14 and 17 years of age per 10,000 population. 
South Carolina is first. For every 10,000 units of population in 
that State there are 986 children between 14 and 17 years of age. 
Georgia is second with 924 in each 10,000. North Carolina is third. 
Alabama, Mississippi and Arkansas occupy positions five, six and 
seven. Virginia is in ninth place. Other States of the South come 
along, with Florida well down with only 759 children per 10,000 
population. That is exactly the national average. ; 


Exactly 26 States are below the national average. All the New 
England States are below the national average. So are California, 
Ohio, Illinois, New York, Missouri, Michigan and a few of the 
Western States. 
has the highest average for the West. 


The South has been, for a good many years, the only region 
in the nation where the birthrate has been climbing. In other 
regions, notably New England and the States with the greatest 
urban population, the birthrate has declined. 

18-2] Continuing on to the next age group, 18-21 years of age, 

one finds that almost the identical lineup prevails. South 
Carolina again leads, this time with 869 as compared with 986 of 
the younger group. Georgia is again in second place with 857 as 
against 924 in the 14-17 group. The Southern States are well above 
the national average of 730 children for every 10,000 units of popu- 
lation. 


This is the college age. 


Therefore, the Southern States, with the most children in the 
secondary and college groups, have the greatest responsibility. 


The tragic fact remains that with the lowest per capita income, 
and the fewest number of taxable items from which to derive the 
necessary increase to meet such problems, the South is caught in 
the very worst sort of economic and social pincers, ' 


How great a tragedy it is, and how severe the loss to the South, 
is seen in the figures covering the number of studegts in all impeti- 
tutions of higher learning per 10,000 population. 


South Carolina and Georgia are in first and second position, 
respectively, in the numbers of children in the 14 17 and the 18 
to 21 age group, and are far down the list in the percentage of 
those young men and women who are enrolled in college. Georgia 
is in 4lst place among the 48 States. South Carolina is in 36th place. 


Unless the States somehow can find the money to spend on their 
institutions of higher learning to care for the great increase in 
veterans seeking that education, the veterans will go elsewhere. 


Some measure of the job may be had from the figures of the 
two wars. After World War I only a few thousand made use of 
the rehabilitation and educational program. Today the rush is on 
with almost a million men and women already in the program and 
more millions to come. 


We cannot do the full job. But we cannot afford to fail to do 
as much of it as we can.

MIAMI—Now, years ago, in my younger, 
unregenerate days, I enjoyed a good game of 
poker. As I grew older, however, I grew tired 
prior to this Miami visit, hadn’t played in years.

Too Wild Now these people who play poker play some par- 
ticularly wild forms of the ancient and honorable 
game. Which does not appeal to me. I like straight poker, stud 
or draw, with, at most, a single joker or one-eyed jacks wild. Any 
greater variation, in my opinion, ruins possibility for proper judg- 
ment of your hand’s value and hence takes the science out of 
the game. But, when in the penny ante jungles, you must do 
as the rest of the jungleers. 


So we play dealer’s choice. And are faced with such things 
as “baseball,” “Tokyo,” “all hearts wild,” “railroad,” with various 
cards wild. And that abomination of dual winners, one on the 
high hand and one on the lowest. Ever try to figure out the 
poorest poker hand out of three without a pair or anything? 


Probably many of you are more familiar with these fantastic 
forms of poker than I. 


Do you know, for instance, about the “baseball”. variety? 
a kind of gtud. 


Nines and threes are Wild. If you get a trey you must put an 
extra nickel in the pot. If you get a four you get an extra card. 
For high hand, you haven’t a chance, hardly, with anything less 
than five of.a kind or a straight flush. For a low hand, you puzzle 
it out. 


“Tokyo.” Now, here is something. In “Tokyo” you deal each 
player five cards, face down. Then an extra hand of five cards 
on the table. The dealer turns up one card of the table hand after 
each round of bets. Any player with a matching card to that 
turned up, must discard. For instance, if a seven is turned up all 
players with a seven in their hand must throw it in. 


At the end, when all five have been turned, you count the 
value of your cards, with six points for a six, seven for a seven, 
eight for an eight, etc. Face cards count 10 each. There are two 
winners, high and low. If you are seeking high score, you count 
aces as 15. If low score, aces count as one. You must state which 
you are after, high or low. And highest and lowest hands divide 


the pot. 


Did you ever run into anything, under the name of poker, 
like that? I call it sacrilege against the American national game.

Classic Game poker—the game has become a classic with a 


literature of its own.

It is a study, a science, an entry 
into the understanding of basic psychology.

THAT EXPLAINS the failure 
of prohibition. It didn’t fail mere- 
ly because it was a bad law, or 
because millions of people re- 
sented it. 

It would have failed in some 
degree in any case; for where- 
ever people are willing to pay 
for liquor, somebody will try to 
supply the demand. But prohibi- 
tion failed chiefly because nobody 
tried to enforce it. 

That “nobody” is an exaggera- 
tion. There were honest officials 
who did their duty. But the great 
majority of public servants, from 
the President down, made little 
or no effort to enforce the law. 
Some of those who helped make 
the law were among the first to 
violate it. 

Al Capone wasn’t stronger than 
the United States Government. 
He only paid better. People were 
able to buy liquor only because 
criminals were able to buy of- 
ficials.

Prices Demand Action 


WASHINGTON—There is a- crying need for 


Congress or the Administration to do something 
about the wheat situation. 

Wheat, which sold for $2 a bushel under OPA a year 
soared to more than $3 in the Chicago market since then. It 
vanced more than 80 cents a bushel since Feb. 1, 
whether the end of the rise is yet in sight. 


World shortages and the demands of hungry people in war-devas- 
tated areas are the basic causes of the sensational rise, which marks 
a 30-year seasonal high. The manipulations of grain speculators seem 


to be a major contributing cause. 


But whatever the cause, it is clearly within the scope of govern- 
mental authority to put an end to the wide fluctuations in the mar- 


ket and bring wheat prices to a more logical level.

We have no wheat shortage in this country or Canada. On the 
contrary our production is running at a rate of some 300,000,000 


bushels above the level of the average for the period of 1937-4}. 


The shortage is due to the large decline in production in Europe, 
plus the fact that Russia, once the world’s greatest wheat producer 
and exporter, is still struggling to recover from the devastation of 


World War II.

Most or all of the wheat surplus which is exported for relief is 
purchased by or cleared through the Commodity Credit Corporation 


for the account of UNRA or individual foreign governments. 


In other words, the purchase is controlled by government agency, 


if it is not actually paid for by the Government. 


Since the demand for the surplus abroad is the main factor re 
sponsible for the price rise and since it is impossible to ship wheat 
to foreign markets without governmental sanction, all that should 
be necessary to bring the price down, it would seem, would be for 
the Government to set a price at which it is willing to buy the 


surplus. 


If the Government would say that it would refuse to pay more 
than $2.20 a bushel for wheat, for instance, then that would tend to 
set the price for the grain. Because the surplus could not be moved
